Several hundred Bryan people 
visited the Brazos river Sunday at 
different points,their reports of the 
Hooded condition of the bottom be­ 
ing much the same bs those hereto­ 
fore given. 
Parties 
who went out east of 
town Sunday afternoon encounter­ 
ed another terrific rain of an hour 
or more which Hooded the creeks 
again, adding to the volume of 
water in the Navasota river, which 
has broken all high water records 
during the present flood. 
It is 
reporetd from two and a half to 
three miles wide and seven to ten 
feet higher than ever before in the 
history of the streem. 
This in 
formation is given out by parties 
who have lived on the Navasota 
for years, an old colored man going 
back as far as 1851. 
Nobody has 
crossed the Navasota, so far as .the 
reporter has been able to learn for 
several days, and there has been 
no communication with Madison­ 
ville or other points across the 
river. 
The 
Navasota rose nine 
inches Sunday and live inches Sun­ 
day night, and had been coming 
up rapidly previous to that time 
for twenty four hours, 
during 
which a rise of fortv-four inches 
was 
reported 
up to 
Saturday 
morning. 
There are probably no 
county bridges left on the Navaso­ 
ta river, anywhere along its course 
from 
miles above Bryan to the 
'"Brazos.

The water was reported muddy 
yesterday from Little river flowing 
in above which in the minds of 
many destroys any hope of the 
cotton coming out. 
Some reports 
of.replanting have been current, 
and some have advised that if the 
cotton is cut off just above the 
ground as 
oon as the water goes 
^own it will come out and make 
something. 
Supt. J. M. Lee is one 
of those who holds to this latter 
vi&v. 
Capt. Geo. W. Smith, one of the 
best known cotton men in the state 
‘wired New York Sunday afternoon, 
in response to inquiry, estimating 
the loss on the cotton crop in the 
bottom from Waco to the gulf at a 
half million bales. 
Others who 
^re well posted say this estimate is 
conservative. 
Late reports indicate that crops 
on the hills are not much hurt in 
many places, and some claim cot­ 
ton will make much more than if 
the rains had net come and a 
drouth, such as was threatened, 
had ensued. 
Corn will also come 
out very well on the hills it is 
thought. 
In the creek bottoms the situa­ 
tion is more serious. 
In many 
places the crops have been washed 
down, vt ashed completely away or 
remained under water for some 
time, and are destroyed. 
In other 
places they have fared better and 
it is hoped they will make some­ 
thing.

turn it will still have to turn four 
tninutes longer before the sun car 
again be soon exactly 
south.—
